Fundraising forthe FoxLibrarv 

Ms. Loud reported on her meetings with Nancy Galkowski and Jack Hurd concerning the Fox Library. The Board of 
Selectmen have made a policydecision that the Fox Library will remain open two days a week with funding from the 
anticipated increase in parking revenue. The Fox support group hopes to also raise private funds and is exploring 
several ideas. Ms. Loud discussed with the Trustees how bestto facilitate communication with the Foxfundraising 
group. It was the consensus of the Board that Ms. Loud and Joyce Radochia should attend meetings of the 
fundraising group. 

General Fundraising 


Ms. Loud reported that all the business solicitation letters have been mailed and several responses have been 
received. As suggested byMs. Ruderman, there will be a solicitation of vendors that the library does substantial 
business with. Ms. Fennelly reported thatTea Tray in the Sky is interested in doing a fundraiser for the librarywhen it 
re-opens. 

FY04 Budget 

It was suggested thatthe Friends ofthe Library present an informational program on the budget cuts.
